When  President  Shryock  passed  away  in  his  office  on 
the  morning  of  April  ii,  with  him  went  the  driving  force 
which  over  a  period  of  twenty-two  years  elevated  this 
college  from  a  limited,  inferior  institution  to  a  teachers' 
college  of  recognized  academic  rank. 

The  auditorium,  more  than  any  other  tangible  thing, 
serves  as  a  memorial  to  his  aspirations,  his  dreams,  his 
accomplishments  here  at  S.  I.  T.  C.  This  was  his  life, 
and  he  lived  for  the  day  when  his  auditorium  should  be 
filled  with  college  men  and  women,  registered  students  here. 
The  fact  that  this  dream  became  a  reality  a  few  years  ago 
is  silent  testimony  of  the  efficacy  of  his  years  of  effort 
spent  in  elevating  the  scholarship,  enlarging  the  faculty, 
expanding  the  campus,  and  bettering  the  general  standards 
of  the  institution. 

For  nineteen  years  before  his  appointment  to  the  presi- 
dency. President  Shryock  was  here  as  a  teacher  of  literature.

The  School  Council  has  again  served  well  as  a  means  whereby  students  and 
faculty,  through  their  representatives,  can  be  brought  together  in  helping  to 
provide  conditions  under  which  the  best  interests  of  the  college,  as  interpreted 
by  President  Shryock,  can  be  realized. 

Conspicuous  accomplishments  of  the  year  are  the  following:  the  creation  and 
management  of  an  S.  I.  T.  C.  Entertainment  Course;  the  provision  and  manage-
